1 . In the reply, the Applicant responded to an Office Action mailed 3/14/2006 by 
Examiner Prasad. 

2. The current Examiner believes a further restriction requirement is necessary to 
prevent the Applicant from having two independent and distinct inventions claimed 
under one application and that the application should be further restricted to one of the 
inventions. 

3. No restriction requirement was originally made by Examiner Prasad. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12; 13; 14-17; 19-20; 21, drawn to an injector and a syringe with 
a flexible ring for securing the syringe to the injector, classified in class 
604, subclass 154. 

II. Claims 18; 22; 23, drawn to a syringe plunger and an injector drive 
member with a flexible ring for securing the syringe plunger to the injector 
drive member, classified in class 604, subclass 218. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
releasably attaching a syringe to an injector via a flexible ring. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
